tho case of Koohler it Lang against John 
Hill was triud in the district court at 
Davenport, Judge Walter T. Hayes pre- 
siding-. Tho case was really brought as 
a test of the constitutional prohibitory 
amendment passed by tho popular voto 
in Juno. Plaintiffs aro brewers and 
sold beer amounting to S113 in value to a 
liquor seller, who refused payment on the 
ground that the bill could not bo collec- 
ted by Jaw. 
After a full hearing of the 


ctibo, Judge Hayes has decided that the 
amendment has not legally been made a 
part of tho state constitution, chiolly on 
the ground that the journals ot the legis- 
lature 
do

do not contain tho yeas and nays taken 
upon the samo, and that according to tho 
journal tho act, as passed by tho senate 
of the XVIIItU general assembly, was in 
its terms prohibitory of tho sale <«• man- 
ufacturing ot liquor not only as n bevcr- 
uge, but also "to be used," and honce, 
prohibited it and its use for any tuid all 
purposes, even sacramental, medicinal 
etc.;

This case will probably go to tho su- 


preme court of the state, and in the mean 
time there is no prohibitory law in Iowa. 
It is very likely that the work will have 
to bo done all over again, which will cost 
a good deal of trouble and much delay 


A FINAL WOED.

Effect of Bad FooQ, 


To what extent is bad food—food, 


that is, which from some cause or an- 
other has deteriorated in quality—capa- 
ble of causing disease ? It is more diffi- 
cult than might have been expected to 
pive an accurate answer to this question, 
since evidence on the point is very con- 
tradictory. Is it safe to cat food in a 
state of decomposition? The lover o: 
game and venison would reply that no 
amount of rottenness interferes with its 
agreeable qualities or its wholesome- 
ness. Kotten fish is used in some parts 
of the world as a condiment without any 
evil resulting. It would seem, however, 
as if occasionally flosh in the early stago 
of decomposition, before it becomes 
tainted either to nose ortaste, is apt to 
act as a violent irritant upon the stom 
ach. This has happened occasionallv 
with pork, and whole families have suf- 
jfored severely after eating pork against 
which nothing could be proved, except 
that it had been kept rather longer than 
usually is the case. Fish sometimes acts 
as an irritant poison in the same way. 
and so do mussels. This poisoning by 
mussels lias been supposed to be due to 
thu fact that 1he mollusks were taken 
from the copper bottom of a ship, and 
that really the poisoning element was 
the copper, anil not tho flesh of tho 
mussel. Perhaps copper-poisoning has 
occurred in this way, but thero can be 
no doubt that the mussels themselves 
are occasionally very 
unwholesome. 


Other varieties of shell-fish arc not free 
from similar imputations of proving 
dangerous to the consumer. To what 
extent do the diseases of animals affect 
the health of men who may consume 
them? This is a question of great im- 
portance, but exact information on tho 
point is very hard to obtain. There can 
bo no doubt that much diseased meat is 
from time to time smuggled into tho 
market, and that much is eaten wilhout 
any very obvious effects resulting is also 
a matter of fair inference. At the s.imo 
time we should bo inclined to give a 
general caution that it is never safe to 
cat meat which is known to have come 
from a diseased animal. 
The lle.sh of 


cattle and of the pig is apt to be infested 
\yith parasites, nnd if some of tho para- 
sites find their v?ny into the stomach of 
man in a living state they are apt to 
produce serious discomfort if not death. 
—Family Physician. 


Slobbering Horses. 


Some horses will slobber nearly all 


they eat; others when they eat certain 
plants, usually in early summer, and 
others are never known to do so. 
Horses thus affected will, when their 
diet is muoh restricted, sometimes cease 
the habit. Clean timothy and red-top 
hay, and clean oats fed in the straw 
(clean meaning free from weeds or oth- 
er plants,) will usually cause a con- 
firmed case of slobbering to stop tem- 
porarily. 
A little clover, clover-hay, 


rag-weed in the oats, and many other 
weeds, are liable to start it again, in 
fact, will be quite sure to do so. 
Tims 


it is clear that the tendency is constitu- 
tional in the animal, that a cause that 
would excite slobbering in one animal 
will not affect another, and that it is 
excited by different plants which the 
horse uses for food, either in the green 
or dry state. 
Besides, the habit is said 


to come from partial paralysis of the 
nerves of the face, or of one side of the 
face. 
Usually, however, it comes from 


some article of food, and it is more 
often caused by tho second growth 
clover than anything else. Veterinarians 
iiave recommended astringents to be 
mployed in solution, the mouth being 
washed with a decoction of oakbark, 
witchhazel, alum, etc., but no perma- 
nent benefit comes from these applica- 
tions. 1'artial relief has been experi- 
nued by confining the horse to a diet of 


clover, as this excites the saliv.ary secre- 
tion most violently. 
After a few days a 


return is made to different food, with 
the hope that this sudden, changu would 
;top the excessive secretion ot saliva, 
,vhieh it almost always docs for a while. 
—Agriculturist.

was making free use of his money, having 
succeeded iu making way with some 
twenty or thirty dollars.
